house committees and remove others 
was without foundation.

point on committees," sai he. "The 
committees were made up by .Mr. Can 
non, Busby his secretary and Ashei 
Hinds the house parliamentarian, anc 
I never obtruded by opinions.' 
When asked to give an opinion OL 
a man's fitness for a committee posi 
tion be gave it, but went no further 
Watson said he never was approached 
by any National Association of Manu-

Mulhall Broke Promises.

DEMAND FOR LABOR 


IS BECOMING SLACK 


State Free Employment Office Shows 


Gradual Falling Off—More 


Jobs on Railways. 


[SPECIAL TO TUB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 12.—The labor 


market in Wisconsin, as viewed from 
the state free 
employment 
offices, 


shows a. general slackening tendency. 
There was less demand for labor in 
July than in June, and in August than 
in July. 
September promises to have 


a smaller demand than in 
August. 


Factory employments which slowed 
up in July became more 
slack 
in 


August and outside work, though stil 
fairly plentiful is gradually being fin 
ished . In Milwaukee and Superior 
the supply of, labor is now greater 
than the demand and a good many 
men are being sent out of town to 
work by the employment offices. 
A 


considerable unfilled demand for la- 
bor still exists in the smaller towns 
of the state but this is due largelv to 
the low wages paid. 


Help Badly Needed. 


In general it may bo said that there 


is no great amount of unemployment 
at the present time and 
employers 


are not having much difficulty in. get- 
ting 
help. 
The 
state employment 


offices 
placed 
in 
positions 
during 


August close to 2,300 people—1,922 
men and 367 women. 
Of these 360 


men and 191 women were in tempo- 
rary positions. 
The total number of 


applicants sent to employers was over 
4,500, and calls for help registered by 
employers numbered close to fi.OOO. 


Common laborers who applied 
at 


the employment offices exceeded the 
demand by 20 per cent. Only on rail- 
road work did the jobs exceed the 
number of men. In tlie northern part 
ot the state wages for this work re- 
mained at from $l.sr> to $2,00 per day, 
but calls for men in Milwaukee were 
at 10 cents a day lower than in July. 
Demand 
for 
building laborers and 
street laborers showed a falling off 
in August as compared with July, and 
:he calls now are. at the rate of 20 
and 22IX, cents per hour as compared 
with 22 >/i and 23 cents earlier in the 
season.

"With Psalm 102, verse 14, in my 
mind, I urn compelled to regard the 
general release from debt as a pro- 
phecy of better spiritual days. "The 
Lord will arise, and have mercy upon 
/ion, for thy servants take pleasure 
in her stones." 
Cause for Gratification. 
When the stain ot indebtedness on 
the walls ol' the sanctuary is cleansed 
by the lingers of devotion, and the 
process has been completrd without 
leaving glacial marks of irritation 
but rather the palish of "pleasure,' 
we have a right to hope that history 
will repeat itself anil that the glorv 
ot the liord will lili the tabernacle 
and temple.

ol! office, and several smaller 


enterprises were finished, when one 
of those periodical fluctuations in the 
financial world occurred .inuking it 
impossible to collect the pledges. Six 
vears ago there was reporter.! an in- 
debtedness of almost $40,00(1. 
Since-- 
then $75,1)00 has actually been paid 
for building and improving, indica- 
tions of the prosperous nra through 
which we have been passing, and the 
consecration of money to the best 
possible uses. 
Not included in these figures arb 
those indicating the successes of the 
present year. At East Troy there was 
$3,000 to raise on our excellent new 
church, and Bishop Quayle came to 
our relief on the first of June. Lec- 
turing on "Stalwartism" and preach 
ing a gospel of privilege and respon- 
sibility, which was almost a revela- 
tion to his audience, he also did yeo- 
man service in lifting the debt, 
heavy one for the community. 
While all the money needed was 
not raised that day, so strong 
the impetus given to the movement 
that, under the tactful industry ot 
the pastor, the deficiency has., been 
secured and $2,000 paid . 


Notable Improvements. 
With his family the Fall River pas- 
tor occupies the new parsonage, a 
marvel of economy and convenience. 
It cost $3.000, and the bills have been 
paid. 
The credit for the enterprise 
is given in the community to the man 
who has been resident pastor for two 
years. 
Not satisfied with the lighting fa- 
cilities ot the church and parsonage 
Hebron has installed its own electric- 
light plant, an independent concern, 
confining its illumination to the meet- 
ing house and manse. The total cost 
is SS50, and is worty of imitation by 
parties desiring their own equipment 
for lighting the church premises ex- 
clusively. 
Lake Mills has paid nearly $000 on 
old debts, and raised $200 for street 
improvements. 
The church at Lyons is being re- 
modelled at an expense of $1,800. and 
$1.800 has been subscribed to bring 
the old church zt La Grange up to 
the demands 
of the neighborhood. 
For the first time in our history a 
Methodist society has been organized 
in the latter place, where we have 
lad preaching for almost half a cen- 
tury, and Judge Lyons of Elkhorn is 
onr" authority for the statement that 
our title to the property, formerly 
.leld by the Methodist 
Protestants 


will soon be quieted. 


New Sharon Church. 


The well appointed and altogether 


jeautiful church in Sharon has been 
finished and dedicated, and stands 
valued 
at 
$20,000. 
The 
building 
lands on a most desirable corner of 
Main street, and the citizens are so 
jroud of the appearance of the build- 
ng that they have placed a $000 Seth 
Thomas clock in the tower. 
To say 
hat the Rev. G. W. White has just 
inished a seven year pastorate there 
s sufficient warrant for assuring this 
Jonference that every effort has been 
nade to collect all the subscriptions, 
vhich went far beyond the cliscijilin- 
jry requirements before the work was 
undertaken. 
Palmyra has raised its $000 debt, 


vhile Stoughton calcined, last even- 
ug. the bones of its $,S20 body of 
lebt. 
In the burning light of thut 
ransaction Stoughton decided to in- 
•ite the Annual Conference to hold 
ts next session in that church, and 
declares in good fiiith that it will out- 
strip Kdgerton in its .accommodations. 
\Vatertown paid $1,200

and 
$2,000 last on its 
obligations. 
Our residential bishop was present 
at the jubilee held Dec. S to rejoice 
with the society seeing its way out 
of its troubles, and his presence was 
a blessing to the work.

A FRIEND AT LAST. 


At last the much-abused bat that 


flies around the porches during the 
summer evenings has found a friend. 
The- federal government has experi- 
mented and discovered the bat is a 
much needed member of society. The 
abuse that has been heaped upon him 
is not called for. The. Madison Dem- 
ocrat also rushes to its defense and 
prints the following editorial: 


"According to a communication just 


received by the federal department 
of agriculture a 'plague of bats' has 
made living unpleasant in parts of 
Kentucky. 
In reply to a reo.uest for 


Information as to how the bats may 
be kept out of houses, the biological 
survey states that the only way is 'to 
make dwellings bat-proof by stopping 
up the holes where the bats nest and 
that it is impracticable to kill them 
-with sulphur or other fumes as they 
will die in the house and their dead 
bodes become a nuisance. 


"But— 
"Bats should not be killed! They 


are most useful and entirely harm- 
less. 
They eat nothing but insects 


and consequently are a benefit rather 
than a 'plague' to a neighborhood as 
they destroy mosquitoes, and a great 
number of other insects that harm 
crops and orchards.

NEARLY COMPLETED 


Only Late Fields Will Remain Unshed- 


ded at End of Week.—B Stock 


is Plentiful. 


IxDcal showers covering a fair por- 


tion of the southern tobacco growing 
section on Sunday night broke the 
heated spell that has prevailed near- 
ly since the harvest started and was 
proving a decided detriment to the 
crop, says the 
Edgerton 
Reporter. 
Every day for a week previous the 
burning heat and hot winds were fall- 
ing thousands of dollars out of the 
value of the crop, in stunting the de- 
velopment of the later fields, tending 
to 'produce small, 
thick 
filler 
leaf 
rather than binder tobacco. 
The hot 
weather, too. was not good for the 
shedded tobacco 
as the curing was 


proceeding much too fast to secure 
proper colors or quality, 
.lust what 


benefit will be derived from the rains 
and cooler weather 
is yet to be de- 
termined as far 
as helping out 
T-iie 
later fields, but certainly the curing 
of the harvested tobacco 
has 
been 
greatly aided. 
One 
thing seems al- 
ready certain—there will be more H 
stock in the present crop than was 
hoped for or even desired. 


One of the obstacles in the way of 
intelligent field buying, were it to be 
resumed this year, is the tmevenn^si? 
of the crop that has 
been 
apparent 
ever since the planting season and 
the uncertainty of what the late fields 
will fii:ally yield as a binder propo- 
sition. 
There is some

on almost every farm of considerable 
acreage ar.d growers

ON'T hurry so. Take it easy and keep your eye on the ball; by 


Wf I ^ and by when you get the hang of it you can speed up."

That is the advice I heard an expert tennis player give a 
JL^ 
beginner the other day. 
The beginner bud been defeating his own game by the pace 


at which he tried to play. He would tumble all over himself in his headlong 
-haste, miss the ball because he didn't stop to get his eye 011 it properly, and 
retire from his sally breathless and already half-defeated by his own waste 


of energy. 
As soon as lie began to take the expert's advice, 


lie improved rapidly. Sometimes he would miss a re- 
turn because he advanced too slowly or Look too long 
to get his eye on the ball, but his percentage of failures 
rapidly diminished. "Moreover, the amount of energy 
he used was steadily less, and his efficiency and hold 
on himself was steadily greater. 


Why am I retailing all this to an audience in which 
possibly one out of a hundred is interested in tennis? 
Because it seems to me that the same advice which 
the expert gave the beginner in tennis is good advice 
tor the beginner in other games, other professions, 
sciences, arts, etc. 
Especially well, it seems to me, 
does it apply to the beginner in the great game ot 
repartee, or to take a broader scope, the art of con- 
versation. 
If you want to learn to talk well, begin by talking 
slowly. Even when the talk is merely in the nature of 
repartee, think before you speak—something few peo- 
ple appear to do. Get your eye on the ball, make up 
your mind just how hard you want to hit and where 


you want to place it; don't scramble alter it, and hit it at random just for 
the sake of hitting it at all. 
The best talker I know paused a full minute one day when we were 
arguing together. "I wanted to wait until I could get that straight in my 
inind before I tried to say it," he explained. 
Learn to handle your racquet—which, in the terms of a simile, means, 
of course, the English language. 
Many people get about half the possible 
value out of a good idea or a clever retort because they don't use just the 
right words to express it in. And not only are ignorant people in this class. 
but the majority of those who have what we negligently call a good educa- 
tion. Take twenty college graduates and you will \r,- huky to lind one who 
has an adequate idea of word shading. 


Of course, it is only the person with, a talent for talk who can really 
shine in this great art. 
But in this field, or in any oilier, we can all make a 
better showing than we do if we will take a firm hold on ourselves, get Gin- 
eye on the ball and not defeat our own game by headlong haste.

SPANISH DISHES. 


Spanish cookery is quite simple, the 


most important ingredient used is the 
fiery pepper. 


Spanish Omelet.—The sauce must 


be prepared first, to serve with, this 
dish, which is a meal in itself. 
Fry 


a good sized onion until golden brown, 
add a quart of tomatoes, four or five 
red peppers, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter and a pinch of salt, and set the 
mixture on the back part of the stove 
to simmer. 
To prepare the omelet, 


pour a cup of warm milk over a cup 
of bread crumbs, add two tablespoon- 
fills of butter and six well beaten eggs, 
the yolks and whites beaten separate- 
ly. Pour the sauce around the ome- 
let when it has been placed on the 
hot platter. 


Mexican Scrambled Eggs.—Roast a 


dozen fresh green peppers, peel, re- 
move the skin and seeds, and chop, 
then boil in a very little water until 
tender; season well with butter. Beat 
six eggs, add seasoning and the pep- 
pers, and cook for a moment in hot 
butter.

Mexican Stew.—Put 
a 
pound of 


round steak through the meat chopper, 
mold into small balls. Into a hot fry- 
ing pan put a minced onion, a cup ot 
tomatoes, two or three peppers and a 
quart of water. When it boils add the 
meat balls and simmer for half an 
hour, then add two or three diced po- 
tatoes; season with salt and pepper 
and serve with toasted bread. 


Chili Con Carne.—Prepare a dozen 


fresh chillies by putting them on to 
cook in cold water, bring to the boiling 
point, and when tender plunge in cold 
water; remove the skin, seeds and 
white veins. Cut in pieces a pound of 
beef, brown in a little lard, season, 
add an onion and a clo-ve of garlic, add 
a tablespoonful of Hour. Simmer in a 
little water with the peppers.
